hard work to hold them . Governm ent relief- 
boats are at work about Laconia Circle, w here 
there is the greatest suffering. 


A CIRCUS BOAT W RECKED. 
Greenville, Miss., is shut out entirely from the 
outside w orld,and M ayorsville tseutirely under 
water. All the levees standing are w avering, 
and there m ust be a general break. A circus 
boat cam e to grief in the storm at Island No. 8, 
abovo this city. The people aud w ild auim als 
aud circus paraphernalia are all ou the bank 
aud in needy circum stances. They are short of 
food. The anim als have had nothing to eat for 
three days, and are crazed w ith hunger. 


A CAGE OF TIGERS LOST. 
There are six wom en In the party and eight 
or ten m en. The boat is a total wreck. The 
snow-storm tore off the cabin and blew the 
stem foremost on to the bank. Oue cage of 
tigers and three perform ing dogs were lost, but 
none of the people w ere hurt. 


LARGE SECTION SUBMERGED. 
N e w O r l e a n s , April 1st.—The situation to­ 
day along the front of the Yazoo district is des­ 
perate 
Crevasses continue; it looks as if the 
freater part of the Yazoo delta w ill be flooded, 
he w ater from the breaks up the river is mov­ 
ing southw ard rapidly, aud th e country for 
m any m iles inland is subm erged. The work on 
the New Orleans and N orthw estern Railroad 
has been stopped by the overflow from the 
Pecan Grove crevaste. The Vicksburg, Shreve­ 
port and Pacific R ailroad is also in danger from 
this break. It has been found utterly impossi­ 
ble to close the crevasses except below this city. 
Those above continue to grow larger. 
The 
losses as yet are not very large except in stock. 
Many refugees have come here from the Hooded 
districts. T he river is falling here, and is now 
fourteen inches below the highest m ark. 
It is 
believed the Louisiana levees below Red river 
will hold. 
DISTRESS OF T H E PEOPLE. 
M e m p h is , April 1st.—Inform ation from down 
the river this m orning is of the most distressing 
character. The crevasses are constantly w iden­ 
ing, and thousands of aeres heretofore un­ 
touched are (being subm erged. 
Reports ot loss 
of life are com ing in, as well as of various casu­ 
alties. 
TER R IB LE SUFFERING. 
Ft. Louis, A pril 1st.—Terrible suffering is re­ 
ported am ong the people at Laconia Circle. The 
tract of country betw een H elena and Arkansas 
City is practically surrounded by the Mississippi 
and W hite rivers. 
W aters have poured over the 
levees and flooded the entire peninsula to the 
depth of eight feet. 
Houses have been svvapt 
away and live stock drow ned. No loss of life 
has yet been reported. 


T H E OHIO BOOMING. 
C a ir o (111.), April 1st.—The Ohio river is rap­ 
idly rising. The present indications are that 
the river w ill reach fl.’ty feet here. The Iron 
M ountain and St. Louis and the A rkansas aud 
the A rkansas and Texas Railroads are again 
shut out from Bird’s Point, aud are transferring 
th eir trains by B elm ont. 


BUSY TIMES AHEAD. 
N e w Y o r k . April 1st.—W hen told that the 
New O rleans Board of Trade intended to ask for 
his resignation for prophesying the present flood 
there. Sergeant D unn of the W eather Bureau 
said: 
, 
“ I th in k the New Orleans people are acting fool­ 
ishly iu the face o f the present dangers. No 
m atter w hat they say, they wil! have th eir 
hands full looking after th eir city. They m ay 
have m y head if they w ant it, but I th in k they 
had better protect th eir people. The only por­ 
tion of the report th a t has been m isrepresented 
is th at which states th at 1 said the flood would 
be as disastrous as th a t at Johnstow n. 
W hat X 
did say was th at districts all through the Mis­ 
sissippi valley, from Cairo lo the gulf, would be 
flooded. I m entioned no particular place. The 
flood is no respe'er of cities, and I hardlv see 
why the New O rleans peoplesuould take offense 
at my prophecy. There are busy tim es ahead 
for the people of New Orleans, and they should 
know it.” 
FLOODED OUT. 


S t . L o u i s , April 1st.- Inform ation as to the 
stale of affairs in th e flooded Laconia circle, 
the section ol country between H elena ana 
Arkansas, and lying between the Mississippi 
and W hite rivers, is th at the people have been 
in the tops of th eir houses aim clinging to trees 
for a week. 
Many of them nearly starved to 
death. Many of th eir cattle, w hich were placed 
ou platform s, were washed away and drowned. 
The citizens of 
Helena sent the steam er 
Houston Coombs dow n on T hursday to aid these 
people, and ou Friday m en w entover the whole 
circle in skiffs and trails erred the people from 
the trees and roofs to the gin houses, w nich 
w ere generally large and substantial. 
The houses were packed w ith people,as m any 
as 200 being iu some of them . The Coombs 
brought out i30 people and lie head of stock, 
arriving at H elena yesterday. When the Coombs 
cam e out the steam er T itan, w ith barges, was 
goiug down the river, and it is thougnt th at 
they can bring out all th e rem aining stock and 
as m any people as desire to go away. Many of 
the planters are utterly ruined.

H e l e n a (Ark.), A pril 1st.—Owing to a break 
in the levee at Austin, Miss., H elena has re­ 
ceived some relief. 1 he river is tailing slightlv 
here. Stock saved fiom the flood is having it 
fearful tim e standing the attacks of the búllalo 
guat, th a t sw arm in m yriads. 


DAMP AND DISAGREEABLE 
G r e e n v il l e (Mbs ), April 1 st—The situation 
has been very wet here ¡or the past twenty-four 
hours. The heavy rains of last night and to­ 
day m ade things disagreeable, in addition to 
th e encroachm ent of backw ater in the northern 
portion of the city. W ater w hich has not s read 
m uch since last night is flowing over the tracks 
of the Louisville, New Orleans and Texas road, 
thereby preventing w ater Irom spreading very 
m uch iu tow n. 
W ater from the H untington 
break is now passing b a-k into ilie river 
through the Offut break, thereby relieving the 
w aters at our back considerably. 
The Easton break is, how ever, letting out a 
great quantity ot water, w hich is last spreading 
over the eastern portion of toe county, and in 
some places it is quite deep. To-day t i e Slayor 
appointed a com m ittee to look after and care 
for those in distress iu the overflowed portions 
of the city. 
The Cottou E xchange to-day sent a report to 
th e Associated 1’ress saying the condition here 
is not so bad as it would seem to be to the out­ 
side world. Should the flood pass off lu thirty 
dnys. a good crop cau be m ade, w hich has been 
the case in nearly all cases or overflow.

M e m p h i s , April 1st.—The Governm ent steam er 
T itan Captain Sm ith S. Leach iu com m and, is 
at work in relief of the devastated districts 
Down the Mississippi the actual suffering, w aut 
and distress which confronts the hapless.w ater- 
bound natives is appalling. The havoc of the 
furious w aters is alm ost com plete. D evasta­ 
tion, annihilation and starvation expresses the 
situation. 
Dem and for assistance and for succor is im ­ 
perative. and every hour it is w ithheld adds 
intensely to the horrors w hich these brave 
people have to lace and are heroicaliv buttling 
aga-.nst. 
The whole country is covered w ith w ater from 
ten to tw enty feet deep, rushing relentlessly ou 
to the sea, 


CARRYING L IFE AND PROPERTY, 
W hirling and crashing througn the m ad torrent 
The boat towed four barges capable of holding 
one hundred stock and any am ount ot storage 
each, two flats for ferrying purposes, aud five 
substantial skifls, on w hich to send out into the 
country the relief stores. 
The boat also carried a fair supply of provi­ 
sions, consisting of crackers, biscuit and corned 
beef. 
All along down on the M ississippi side w here 
the levee could be seen by the aid of glasses, it 
was discernible th a t It was holding its own 
aaaiast the heavy pressure, w ith Irom a foot to 
tw o feet of good, broad sodded crown to spare. 
Here and there could be seen w here the 
costly barriers had been sloughed off. 
At 
A nderson’s L anding the levee is strong, and cau 
apparently w ithstand tw o feet m ore of water.

A t A ustralia, a ll the town lying betw een the 
river and the levee is under w ater, and m any 
of the houses are deserted. 
At St. Louis and below Eleven Points, on the 
A rkansas side, at the head of Island P. P., but 
little was lo be seen except the roofs of the 
houses. 
Malones is almost washed away. So is 
Wild Wood, and Robertsville is just above water. 
Beath place is a large one aud the destruction 
on it seems to be about com plete. 
The people, 
those who rem ain, have been forced alm ost to 
the roofs of the houses, and the slock, ol which 
there is a large num ber, are on "stom ps'’ that 
are well under water. 
The ‘’stom ps,” w herever they are to be seen, 
though fllled w ith slock, seem to be poorly im ­ 
provised. They have slender foundations, be­ 
ing stilted upon any kiud of posts th at w ete 
convenient to be had in the m om ent of danger. 
At Laconia Circle the annihilation m ay well 
be added to the picture. The houses are all 
subm erged aud m a D v of them have gone d rift­ 
ing. 
The m ain business house stands on an im ­ 
m ense gin and m ill structure, on high stout 
posts, and the water nearlv reaches to the floor. 
This big house is filled w ith colored people, 150 
or more, all crowded and huddled together.

O ur esteem ed contem porary. tlie Sau 
1 rancisco Bulletin, in discussing th e rum or 
to th e efleet th a t th e Pan-A m erican Con­ 
gress w ould p erh ap s resolve in favor of 
com plete reciprocal trad e relations w ith 
th e S outh A m erican States, eq u iv alen t to

M est Indies can 
produce fruits, raisins, 
su g ar and o th e r objects of field culture, 
and im p o rt th em in to th e U n ited States 
m uch cheaper th a n th ev can be produced 
at hom e. 


If it be tru e th a t th e indolent M exican, 
o r th e slothful Portuguese and Spaniard in 
B razil an d Cuba, th ro u g h th e labor of th e 
lazy peone, can produce any object of field 
cu ltu re ch eap er th a n 
th e people of the 
I n ited States, th en lack of intelligence, 
indolence, sloth and en erv atin g clim ate 
are factors of econom ic production. E very 
thoroughbred disciple of th e doctrine of 
protection is constantly proclaim ing the 
superior econom ic m ethods o f production 
in o th er countries, and th e inferior uro- 
ductive capacity in our own. 
If all other 
nations can surpass us in th e econom ies of 
production, 
th en one great essential of 
civilization has been overlooked in our 
country, for econom ic production, e ith er 
in field cu ltu re or in a rtistic and skilled 
labor, is th e result of intelligence and in ­ 
dustry. 
It is betw een tw o nations as be­ 
tw een tw o neighbors. 
T h e in tellig en t 
farm er 
eight 
to he able to reap a 


m ore 
ab u n d an t 
harvest 
as 
th e 
re­ 
su lt of his labor th an th e ignorant, in ­ 
dolent, slothful farm er who cultivates land 
u n d er exactly analogous conditions. 
T he 
I nited States com prises territo ry em brac­ 
ing every clim atic condition necessary to 
produce th e en tire round of th e objects of 
hum an desire. 
Is it tru e th a t we have not 
th e intelligence o r in d u stry to tak e ad ­ 
vantage of these clim atic advantages? 
Is 
it tru e th a t a ll o th er peoples under the 
sun have a productive capacity superior to 
o u r ow n? 
T h en it follows th a t nothing 
we produce, n o thing p u t forth as th e re­ 
su lt o f o u r skill or our in d u stry , can be sold 
to o th er th an our own people. 
I f a ll o th er 
nations surpass us in econom ic production 
th en a ll o th er nations can buy of each o th er 
o r them selves cheaper th an o f us. 
I f wo 
stand alone as th e m ost ex tra v ag an t pro­ 
ducers in th e w orld, th en we m ust trade 
w ith ourselves solely, and a scale of h igh 
prices w ill n eutralize all devices of pro. 
du ctio n 
by equalizing th e 
purchasing 
pow er of all articles produced w ith in our 
borders. 
T h e underly in g tru th in 
th is 
m a tter is th a t we can produce fruits m ore 


cheaply th a n M exico. 


G overnm ent w ith us o u ch t to be m ore 
econom ic. 
It is not so in C alifornia u n ­ 
d e r ex istin g conditions, hu t it is so in mcst 
o f th e Slates o f th e U nion : hence taxation 
should be less. 
In th e second place, the 
productive capacity of an individual la­ 
borer is proportioned to his intelligence 
and industry. 
T he intelligence and in ­ 
d u stry o f th e people of A m erica surpass 


those of th e M exican or B razilian. 
In the 
n e x t instance, 
ingenuity 
is capable of 
ad o p tin g econom ic m ethods. 
L abor aid ­ 
ing m achinery m ay reduce th e cost of pro­ 
duction. 
C heap tran sp o rtatio n should l>e 
a concom itant of intelligence and indus­ 
try , and th u s production w ith us should 
be cheaper th an w ith any o th e r nation. If 
costliness of production isa n in h eritan ce of 
free institutions, th en in d u strial and com ­ 
m ercial isolation is th e u ltim ate goal of 
all free people. 


A com parison of statistical facts bearing 


on

ifornia th a n in Italy and Spain, n o tw ith ­

to o th er taxes, s i th a t w hen his 
or< hard 
is brought into bearing, he has 
g ice u th e C hurch of E ugland §30 an acre. 


In California, orchards are assessed at 
from $75 to §110 per acre, and the ruling 
rate of taxation is about II percent, in 
the various counties of the State. 
The 
difference between the rate of taxation 
in the two countries is the diflference be­ 
tween the iuterest 
on 
a capital equal to 
the value of the land. 
Italy presents even 
a worse aspect in this regard than E n- 
laud. 
T he producer of raisins or dried 
fruit in that country pays nearly 60 per 
cent, of the value of the article produced 
iu rents, taxes, royalties, and other lega­ 
cies o f Feudalism, and has but 40 per 
cent, of the product left as a reward for 
his industry ; in short, the cost of main­ 
taining a costly governm ent is charged in 


whole, not iu part, to the productive in­ 
dustry of the country. 
T he absence of 
these things in Am erica leaves an ample 
margin for high 
wages. 
In the South 
American States, the government may not 
he so costly, but the absence of intelligence, 
industry and thrift, as against the existence 
of these qualities in our own people, leaves 
a safe margin in our favor.

GOVERNOR H ILL AND BALLOT REFORM. 


G overnor H ill of New Y ork has vetoed 
th e S ix ton ballot reform bill. 
W e are u n ­ 
advised as y et as to his reasons for th is 
second veto, but it is said th a t h e holds it 
to be th e rig h t of a citizen to prepare his 
ballot at hom e and bring it to th e polls 
and cast it, and therefore it is unconstitu­ 
tional to provide th a t he m ust receive his 
ballot from th e election officers and ¡tre­ 
pare it iu tlie p riv ate voting booth erected 


at th e polls. 
I f th is is th e chief objection 
of G overnor H ill, he has succeeded in 
m aking him self ridiculous. 
T he casting 
of a ballot is not a rig h t, in a strict sense. 
I t is a privilege, surrounded in all the 
S tates w ith conditions. 
T hus th e insane 
cannot vote ; 
prisoners in th e jails, m en 
who have been convicted of penal offenses 
of a given cla ss; young m en under a spe­ 
cific age. 
I 11 some of th e States qualifica­ 
tions are attached th a t do not ex ist in 
others, and in at least one th e possession of 
a certain am ount of property is necessary 
to qualify th e voter ; and in still another 
he m ust prove th a t he has paid a poll-tax 
before he can enjoy th e privilege of voting. 
In several of th e States he is required to 
have his ballot p rin ted 11 pon official paper, 
and even th e ch aracter of th e type in 
w hich it is p rinted is prescribed by law. 
B ut if it should be adm itted for th e sake 
of th e argum ent th a t th e casting of th e 
ballot is a rig h t in th e sense intended by 
G overnor H ill, it rem ains th a t th e .State 
also has rig h ts concerning th e m ethods by 
w hich it w ill receive th e ballot. 
It e x er­ 
cises th e pow er of appo in tin g th e election 
officers, o f prescribing th e ch aracter of th e 
ballot-box, of determ ining th e m ethod of 
counting and of th e disposition of th e bal­ 
lots. 
I t prescribes how th e ballots shall 
lie in terp reted , and from th e beginning has 
specified th e form of th e ballot and its 
character, and has provided m eans for p re­ 
serving th e in v io lab ility of th e secresv of 
th e ballot. 
Now th e Saxton bill has no 
strik in g features except th ese: T h a t th e 
S tate shall p rin t th e b a llo ts; th a t the 
electors shall offer to deposit no ballot not 
official in origin : th a t th e ballot shall not 


be voted open ; th a t th e voter shall he left 
alone in a room or booth a few m inutes 
prior to casting his b a llo t; th a t he m av be 
free from all outside influences, and have 
full opportunity to vote as he w ishes; th a t 
th e voter's nam e shall he registered in the 
polling booth, and th a t he shall indicate 
his choice of candidates by a m ark m ade 
opposite th e nam e of th e person he wishes 
to 
he 
elected. 
In 
all 
these 
pro­ 
visions th ere 
is no interference 
w ith 


th e 
privilege 
or 
th e 
“rig h t” 
of 
th e v o te r; one th e 
contrary, th e bill 
conserves th e freedom of th e ballot and 
th e privilege of th e elector to vote his b al­ 
lot w ithout tlie dom ination of anv one. 
B u t tefo re th e bill was passed it was a r­ 
ranged th a t G overnor H ill should oppose 
it, as he h ad done its predecessor. 
T he 
G overnor is s.rnply keeping his contract 


w ith 
th e enem ies of a secret ballot, an 
honest count and clean politics. 
H e struck 
a ba-gain w ith the undesirable elem ent in 
politics, and he has stood true to it. 
B ut 
ballot reform is m oving forw ard despite 
G overnor H ill, and it w ill become th e rule 
of elections in his S tate sooner or later, 
and we in clin e to th e belief th a t it w ill he 
very soon. 
C ertainly, if G overnor H il1 
aspires to be th e D em ocratic nom inee for 
th e Presidency in 1892, he defeated his 
am bition by his veto of th e Saxton hill. 
T he Dem ocracy w ill not have th e h a rd i­ 
hood to take up any m an who is opposed 
to ballot reform , especially w hen th e lead­ 


ing D em ocrats of th e country are “o u t” 
w arm ly in favor of reform ballot system s. 


H e Says th e P la n e ts A re to B la m e for 
th e R ecen t Storm . 
Ottawa April 1st —Prolesror Stone Wiggins, 
the Canadian weather prophet who foretold so 
accurately the great storm aud tornado which 
has been creating so much havoc, principally 
iu the South, was interviewed last night by 
your correspondent. 
"Tbe storm," be said, "was caused by a pecu­ 
liar relation of the planets to the earth, which 
rocked the Xortn Atlantic like the rolling of a 
ship in a storm. The same effect was produced 
upon the atmo-phere. As theearth revolved on 
its axis the planets on raising above the eastern 
horizon would force the atmosphere over the 
Atlantic eastward, aud in nine hours afterward 
would be sending it westward toward the Rocky 
mountaius. These great mountains resist this 
westwaid tendency aud drive it eastward again 
like an aerial gulf stream. 
“This stream divides into two branches. One 
strikes the north along the coast from the 
mouth of the Mississippi to Nova Scotia. The 
other runs up the Mississippi valley, then down 
t he great lakes, aud so meets the other over Nova 
Scotia and the coast ol New England. These 
streams are always running, auc. the sun and 
moon keep them always in motion; but when 
the other heavenly bodies unite with the 
former, the velocity of tiiese two currents is 
increased, and when their speed is sufficient 
they break into whirlwinds, which we call cy­ 
clones. 
"When the sun is south of the equator the 
Atlantic current keeps oft the shore aud is very 
dangerous. When, however, the sun and moon 
happen to be on the equator and moviDg north- 
ivard this current is reflected u¡xm the conti­ 
nent and breaks into cyclones. This was the 
case In the late storms." 
Protessor Wiggins says he predicted the storm 
because he knew that if the northern and 
southern currents united over Nova Scotia 
without previously breaking into cyclones, 
which impedes the current, there would he a 
disastrous tidal wave along the coast of New 
Eugland and the northern part of the Atlastie 
coast. He avers that the storm sailed too high 
todo much damage until tie Southern States and 
Kentuery were reached. Here it descended 
low euough to do the terrible work chronicled 
during tlie past week. The Professor has re­ 
ceived many letters of thanks from shipowners 
for predicting the storm. 
Many people believe in his predictions, and 
judging from the lates: it looks as if they had 
good reason so to do. 


IM PO R T A N T M OVE.

Rome, April 1st.—The Vienna correspondent 
of the Roman Tribune, who is also professor of 
Latin to the children of Archduke Charles 
Louis, telegraphs this evening to that important 
Roman journal the following startling informa­ 
tion, resulting, he says, from an interview with 
a high personage w hom he cannot name at. 
. present: “According to this personage, negotia­ 
tions have been in progress lor several months 
between the Emperor of Austria and the Vati­ 
can which may lead 10 a cession of the trouble­ 
some province of Triest to the Holv Father as a 
Place ot residence. The offer h is been actuallv 
made, end only an auswer from the Vatican is 
awaited." 
At the Foreign Oilice end a’ the nunciature 
I can learn nothing hut I have reason to inink 
that lliis startling statement is not without 
foundation, o f course, however, the consent of 
the Reichsrath would have to he oblaiued to 
such a cession.

The m eeting of the Northern California 
Press Association was resumed yesterday- 
m orning at 9 o'clock, with President Green 
in the chair. 
It was decided that the next annual 
m eeting should be held in this city on the 
Monday s f the first week of the Stale Fair. 
The Committee on Revision of the B y­ 
laws reported as fo llo w s: 
Amend by inserting as follows, after section 6: 
Section 7. It shall be the outy ol all publishers 
and proprietors of newspapers affiliating with 
this Association, to make a contract with the 
Agent thereof in writing, accompanied by a 
bona fide aud net statement of the circulation: 
said contract to bind said publisher or proprie­ 
tor to the advertised rates and business methods 
which this Association may adopt. 
Section 8. The Executive Committee shall 
meet at least once in every three mouths, at 
which meeting the Agent shall make a full re­ 
port of the business transacted by him. Said 
committee shall have primed a 
condensed 
statement ot the business, and of the Agent’s 
report, and mail, or cause to be mailed, a copy 
of the same to each affiliating newspaper. The 
members of the Executive Commime shall be 
paid their actual expenses while attending 
to the busine-s of this Af sociation. 
Section y. It shall be the duty of this Asso­ 
ciation. from time to time, to prepare and adopt 
a schedule of rales for advertising, for the guid­ 
ance and government of its members, on all 
work coming from outside of their several lo­ 
calities. Such rates shall be arbitrarv so far as 
they apply to contracts for foreign advertising, 
aud any member who knowingly makes a con­ 
tract lor foreign advertising at a less rate than 
the Association schedule shall, iu convention, 
after due hearing by the Executive Committee, 
be adjudged guilty of contempt, aud shall be 
punished by line, reprimand, suspension or ex­ 
pulsion, as ihe Association may determine. 
Section iu. The Agent of this Association 
shall adhere to the rates so established in all 
advertising contracts made by him, aud shall 
only vary Irom the same when in his judgment 
the exegeucy of the case and the best interests 
of the Association require it. All such varia 
tious made by him shall be reponed to the 
executive meeting at its sub-annual meeting, 
and tlie reasons therefor. 
Further amend by renumbering Sections 7 
and 8 to correspond.

POLICE COURT.

F ront and I streets presented an ani­ 
m ated : rr.ne all day yesterday, and the po­ 
lice political fight bubbled and sizzeil, until ' 
by 2 o'clock in the afternoon, when the 
Commissioners' meeting was announced to 
take place, matters were at a white heat. 
A United States Senatorial canvass could 
not have brought about more button-hol­ 
ing, wire-pulling, etc., than has this little 
one-horse police business. 
The three Commissioners reached the 
police sration early in the forenoon, look­ 
ing m uch the worse for the pulling and 
hauling they had received at the hands of 
the crowd of politicians and men with 
“ pulls. ’ 
The Commissioners im m ediately 
closeted themselves in Chief Drew's office, 
and rem ained in consultation for several 
hours, while the crowd outside surged 
about restlessly and m om entarily increased 
in size. 
As the hour for the meeting drew 
near the crowd began to file into the Police 
Court-rocm, where the meeting was to 
take place, and when the tim e did arrive 
the place was packed alm ost to the suffoca­ 
tion point. 
The Commissioners did not put in an 
appearance, however, and rum ors of “a 
split 
buzzed about among the anxious 
throng. 
W han a half an hour more had 
elapsed, and still no Commissioners, the 
rumors began to take on some of the ap­ 
pearances of facts. 
Down in the Chiefs office there was 
m uch bi;ier contention. The Commission­ 
ers resolved themselves into an im prom ptu 
caucus and attem pted to reach an agree­ 
m ent on the applicants for fifteen ¡«laces on 
the regular notice force, and one Captain. 
They had before them fifty-one petitions 
for those fifteen places, and upon compar­ 
ing notes the Commissioners found that if 
each wai allowed the num ber of men he 
wanted, the force would consist of twenty- 
one men instead of fifteen, being six too 
m any. 
The culling out of these six was 
w hat a!i the trouble was about.

Mayor Comstock announced that the m eet­ 
ing was for the purpcse of electing a new 
police force. 
Judge Buckley prom ptly arose, and, ad­ 
dressing Lituself more to the spectators 
than the Mayor, said: “ I desire at this 
tim e to m ake a motiou foi the postpone­ 
m ent of tht3 election. My reasons may be 
given briefly. During the past year the 
police force has consisted of a Captain and 
twenty-five men.

to fifteen men. 
I might state that we have 
m et and tried to agree upon who shall 
compose this new force, but have experi­ 
enced great difficulty in the m atter, which 
is probablv not news to m any of yon. We 
have been unable to agree. 
It is our de­ 
sire and wish to select a good force, and in 
consequence, we will need more time in 
which to reach a satisfactory agreement. 
If we have a few more hours to consult, it 
will be a benefit both to us and the people. 
I therefore move that we postpone this 
meeting until 2 o'clock to-morrow after­ 
noon." 
Of course the motion was carried unani­ 
mously. and the Commissioners again sub­ 
mitred themselves to the tender mercies of 
the button-holers. 
The Commissioners held another caucus 
at the Ch et’s office last night, and it proved 
to be more harm onious iban the previous 
ones. Stnl the desired agreem ent could 
not be rea bed. They succeeded :n;reducing 
the num ber of favored ones from twenty- 
one to seventeen, but beyond this they 
could not aeree. Each Commissioner de­ 
clared that he would not scratch another 
n ain e c if of his list, and thus the m atter 
stood when an adjournm ent was taken at 
II o’clock. 
A nother caucus will be held this m orn­ 
ing, when another attem pt wi.l be made to 
scratched two more names, so as to get 
the list (Ewn to the lequired litteen. 
It was stated last night that during the 
caucus the office of Captain was not dis­ 
cussed. tee understanding being that there 
w ould be no ne ed lor such an officer during 
the coming year.

“The subject of this letter is 
to urge the passage of House Bill No. 6,422,

IMPORTANT 
DECISION THEREON 
THE SUPREME COURT. 
BY 


R iv er F ron t O w n ers N ot B en efited Must 


N ot Stan d in th e W ay o f T h ose 


W h o W ou ld B e . 


There was filed by the Suprema Court 
yesterday an interesting decision iu the 
case of E. McDaniel, appellant, vs. M. 
Cummings, respondent. 
The defendant 
owns the west half cf a certain sectioD, 
No. 26, in Colusa county. Plaintiff owns 
land adjoining on the west. Still further 
to the west, at a distance of about two 
miles from plaintiff’s land, the Sacramento 
river flows from north to south. 
The land 
next the river is the highest, there being a 
gradual descent from the river bank to and 
beyond the land ot defendant. W hen the 
river rises above the level of its banks, as 
it generally does several times during every 
rainy season, the water flows off to the 
east or southeast, across the land of the 
plaintiff, and other lands sim ilarly situ­ 
ated, to and across the land of defendant 
and other lands in the same relative situa­ 
tion. It does not flow in any narrow or de­ 
fined channel or channels, but in a broad 
sheet covering a wide surface. 
W hen the river falls below the level of 
the banks the overflow cannot, of course, 
find its way directly back into the stream, 
and consequently the lauds near the river 
are drained by the spread and flow of 
water toward the east and southeast, across 
the lower lands such as those of defendant. 
Left unobstructed in their natural and ac­ 
customed flow, thfse waters soon pass 
beyond the plaintiffs lands, leaving them 
fit for cultivation. B ut recently the defend­ 
ant. without intending to injure the plain­ 
tiff, and acting upon the bona fide belief 
that he had the right so to do. commenced 
and was proceeding to complete a levee or 
em bankm ent along his west line, the neces­ 
sary effect of which will be to prevent the 
flood water from passing over his land, and 
to set it back upon the plaintiff's land, 
causing it to cover a larger area thereof, 
and to rem ain thereon for a longer period 
than it otherwise would. 
The plaintiff thereupon commenced an 
action to enjoin the defendant from erect­ 
ing or m aintaining said levee. 
A tempo­ 
rary injunction was issued upon the filing 
of the complaint. Afterward, on motion 
of the defendant, and upon affidavits show ­ 
ing the state of facts above set forth, the 
Superior Court dissolved the injunction on 
the ground that the defendant i 1 erecting 
and m aintaining his levee was acting w ith­ 
in and according to his rights. 
From this 
order dissolving the injunction plaintiff 
appealed, and on September 12, 1889, an 
opinion was tiled by the Suprem e Court re­ 
versing the order upon the authority of 
Ogburn vs. Conuor, 46 Cal., 346. A rehear­ 
ing was subsequently granted upon petition 
tiled on the part of the defendant, in which 
the correctness of the decision in Ogburn 
vs. Connor is assailed, as is also the con­ 
struction given to Section 801 of the Civil 
Code. 
Chief Justice Beatty, who writes 
the 
opinion, says: “I think there can be no 
doubt that we were in error in holding that 
Section 801 of the Civii Code gives to the 
owner of higher land an easement for the 
discharge of stirfaee water upon lower ad­ 
joining land. T hat section merely enum er­ 
ates the different kind of burdens or servi­ 
tudes upon lands that may be attached as 
incident or appurtenant to the other lands, 
or, in other words, it is a mere definition of 
easements appurtenant, and makes no pre­ 
tense of prescribing or regulating the m an­ 
ner of acquiring them. 
“If the owner of the land next to the 
river will not. either by him self or in com ­ 
bination with those behind him , erect a 
levee on the bank, he ought not to be al­ 
lowed to prevent them from protecting 
themselves, merely because by so doing 
they prevent his higher land from being 
drained of the flood waters as rapidly as it 
otherwise would be. 
Because his land 
may be cultivated w ithout artificial protec­ 
tion, he ought not to be allowed to prevent 
others from using proper means to make 
their lands productive; and what is true of 
the owner of the river bank is true in the 
same sense of each successive owner back 
of him . It is the interest of ail to com­ 
bine and share the expense of placing a 
levee on the bank, by which all will be 
protected; but if those in front will do 
nothing for themselves, they must not be 
allowed to stand in the way of those whose 
necessities compelled them to act. Order 
affirmed.”

ANTI-TRUST MKASL’RES. 


Scores of R ills Introduced Simply for 
P olitical Eftect. 
Washington, April 1st. — The question of 
trust» is begiuuiug to be given serious considera­ 
tion in the House, despite the fate of Senator 
Bherman's anti trust bill in the Senate, which 
was, as will be remembered, returned to the 
Judiciary Committee of tire .-euate. winch, like 
tue ommittee of the House, had begun tne 
consideration of various measures which have 
been introduced this sessiou. 
'I here is a good 
deal of buncombe and rot in this trust business. 
It was ably demonstrated in the debate before 
the Senate upon Sherman's bid. The benefit 
derivtd by the agricultural, laboring and seu- 
eral consuming classes is pitted against tnat of 
the producing and manufacturing classes aLd 
has to be considered. 
It is considered by some of the best men in 
the House ami Senate that it is doubtful if 
these matt-rs should uot in the end equalize 
themselves without legislation. 
The House Committee ou Judiciary, whose 
Chairman. Hon. Fzra B. Taylor, Garfield s suc­ 
cessor from the Nineteenth Ohio District, one 
of the most cureful ami conservative, and at the 
same time radical, men in the House, cjnical by 
nature, honest in all of his expressions of 
views to the extreme, is apt to promptly curtail 
alt the demagogue bills wnich may be reported 
from his committee. 
Coming from a district that has five times re- 
nomiuati d him will, from its traditions be lia­ 
ble to keep him in Congress for the remainder 
of his life. 
With a majority of 12 000 votes at 
his back he is uot liable at any lime to attempt 
to cater 10 unhealthy sentiments, although his 
district is largely made up of agricultural peo­ 
ple. the class which it is claimed is most liable 
to suffer ’rom monopolies. 
Congress has been fully iustruc'ed upon the 
sub ect • ' trusts nnd rorjKtrative monopolies, 
and it is doubtful if it needs much more infor­ 
mation Irom the orison shoull .t read and cou- 
et’.m the uwuntouy that nas already oeeu laid 
betore it, at his rod the previous session. 
It is claimeu that it is evideut that the efforts 
of^the mo opoltes to institute tru»'s i- largely 
offset by the large amount ol legislation in the 
interest of the agricultural laboring classes 
made during each l'residential year, and the 
evident determination of these classes to impel 
Congress in the direction o! those socialistic or 
unformed theories which look to a division of 
interests and of capital among the populace at 
large. 
These are the chief objections to the consid­ 
eration of any legislation to control capital, 
and it is doubtful it in the end auy bill of more 
thorough durability than the Interstate Com­ 
merce bill, which has not proved a "blooming'' 
success, wit] he finally formulated iuto a law by 
the present Congress. These are the views of 
the members of both the House and Seua'e. as 
stated to the California Associated Press Agent.

CHINESE ENUMERATION. 


T he Pacific Coast W ill Have No P rotec­ 
tion W hatever. 
Washington, April 1st.—At a meeting of the 
Senate Committee on Census to-day. the House 
bill providing for fumisning certificates to Chi­ 
nese residents on the 1st of June. 1890, by the 
enumerators of the census, with a view of pro­ 
hibiting the further immigration of Chinese to 
the United States, was amended as reported 
to the Senate. 
The bill, in addition to the provisions hereto­ 
fore given, provided that Chinese children bora 
i in the United States subsequent to June 1st. 
1890, shall not be held to be Chinese within the 
meaning of 
the act. A uother amendment 
nia'-es the provisions of the act apply only to 
the Chinese who refuse to give the information 
required by euusus enumerators, aud who shall 
fail or refuse to obtain the certificates of identi­ 
fication provided for. By' uucther amendment 
Chinese merchants, tourists and students are 
exempted from the operat ous of the act pro­ 
vided they have the certificates required by the 
act of July 5th, 1884. 
An additional section euablts a Chinese resi­ 
dent who fails to obtain the required certificate 
of identification to prove by competent testi­ 
mony his right to one, which is his sole evideuce 
of being ¡awfully in me United States. It is 
made a misdemeanor for the census enumer­ 
ator to wilfully neglect or refuse to give the re­ 
quired certificate.

IRRIGATION MATTERS. 


'o-.ue of the Points In Senator Plum b's 
Proposed B ill. 
Washington, April 1st.—In both the House 
aid Senate to-day the subject of irrigation was 
largely advanced by the consideration of bills 
looking to the examination of the surveys of 
necessary sites for reservoirs, and the examina­ 
tion ol the watersheds by which it is proposed 
to supply the canals of the arid regions. 
Mr. Vaudever. the Chairman of the commit­ 
tee on the subject in the House, lias been in his 
committee mo-t of the time, giving attention to 
the formulating of a measure which shall meet 
the needs of both the fruit growers ol the West 
and Southwest aud the irrigation of the vast 
arid p aius that have heretofore constituted the 
desert lands < f Arizona. New Mexico and Colo 
rado, and in some sections of the Northwest. 
The Senate Committee on 
Irrigation this 
morning considered Senator Plumb's bill on 
this subject, and afterward authorized Senator 
Moody to report it. with some amendments, 
favorab'y to the Senate, which he afterwards 
did. The bill authorizes the Secretarv of Agri­ 
culture to cause to be made all the neeessiry 
field examinations, surveys and experiments 
for the boring of artesian welis, which question 
lslh e only point of disagreement on the ur-

A M ovem ent Proposed to R elieve it of 
Som e W ork. 
Washington, April 1st.—The mb eommittee 
of ihe House Judiciary Committee has been at 
WO' k :or seme time on a measure that pioposes 
to relieve the Supreme Court of the United 
States of a large amount of work with which it 
has been conutautlv overwhelmed. A large 
number ol bills for lilis purpose have been in­ 
troduced, and these have been considered, and 
a much draft of a measure has been practically 
agreed upon 
Both the House and Senate Committee have 
gone over the subject to a considerable extent, 
aud it is thought that the bill reported by 
the 
House Commhue will meet with no 
opj>ositiou. To iuerease the number of the Su­ 
preme Court Justices to twenty-one, and provide 
for a practical division iuto three Courts, was 
rejected, 'the bill already roughly drafted pro- 
po- s to increase the Circuit Courts by the addi­ 
tion of one Judge in each Court 
Writs of errors 
and Hppeal.- may be takeu 'rom the District to 
the Circuit Courts, substantially as at present. 
District Courts alone are to have origitial juris­ 
diction, and appeals are to be from the Circuit 
to the Supreme Court iu cares involving at least 
ilO.fibi, involving a legal question, constitu­ 
tional or treaty questions, legal questions of suf­ 
ficient importance to require a final decision by 
the supreme Court, and iu patent and copyright 
cases iu equity. Tnt* is an addition to the usual 
coustitutioual and admiralty questions in which 
tin Supreme Court of the United States now has 
original jurisdiction. 


B E WANTS GREAT BRITAIN, 


Anil No Doubt W ill Next Ask That it be 
F enced. 
Washington. April 1st.—A man by the name 
of 'otiu 7. Hudnut, who has claimed for some 
time to be an attorney tor the workingmen of 
the District, for whicii he has a iarge claim lor 
<■ onijiensation before Congress, has sent to the 
Senate a peculiar petition, which was to-day re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Foreign Relations, 
which contains some very curious statements. 
Hudnut asks the Amerieau Government to act 
as an arbiter between himself and the English 
Government for the recovery of his estates in 
Enelnud, Ireland. Scotland and Wales, and also 
his litles in 1 ngllsh, Irish and Welch peerages. 
Hudnut claims that the pioperty of his ances- 
tois :u tho-e divisions, which was held for over 
six hundred years, was confiscated by an act of 
William and Mary, iu 1691. Lo«s is claimed to 
the Earldoms of March and Shrewsbury, the 
Dukedoms of Buckingham and York, in Eng­ 
land: and the Dukedom» of Leincester and 
Clarence, Marquisate of Waterford, the Earl­ 
doms ot Claire, iluskerom, of Belfast aud of 
Coi k. iu Ireland. 
The petition will be something in the nature 
of a surprise to gentlemen who at present are 
oeeupyirg Burke’s peerage to these positions, 
and are at present eDjoying revenues. 


D efending the Soldiers.

IN THE HOUSE. 
Washington. April 1st —In the House to-day 
the Committee on Judiciary reported a resolu­ 
tion reciting that it is alleged bv the Attorney- 
General that in many of the United States Dis­ 
trict Courts the practice of susj eudrag sentence 
in criminal eases prevails without the warraut 
of law. 
The resolution alleges that in some parts of 
the country the United States District Attorneys, 
Marshals and Deput es and United States Com­ 
missioners have been guilty or maladministra­ 
tion and corruption in office. 
It directs the 
Committee on Judiciary to inquire Into the ex­ 
tent, cause and effect of such illegvl practice.

We now 
desire our fellow-countrymen to unite with ns 
in ail eflort to present our many grivances in a 
proper manner before the American people,
